Withdraws the Valkyrie From 
the Race. 


Says HIN Vacht Was Blanketed in the 
Start by Two Pilot Boats and 
He Retired.

HIGHLANDS OF NAVKSINK, Sept. 12 — 
Tnere was a slight discontented appear- 
aace hereabout this morning when the 
Bun first struggled through the gray 
clouds on the horizon and half smiled a 
greeting to the small fleet of schooner 
and other yachts anchored in and 
about the Horseshoe. 
Everybody and 
everything seemed to be aware of the 
fact that it was the day for the third 
and possibly last race in 1895 for the 
America's cup, and yet, somehow, the 
usual sparkle of healthy anticipation 
usual to such occasions was not in the 
air. 
The unfortunate foul between the 
Valkyrie III and Defender, at the 
start of the race on Tuesday last, the 
awarding of the race to the De 
fender, a ^ above all, the fact that 
Valkyrie'Was looked upon by many as 
hopelessly 
out-classed 
yacht, all 
tended to blue matters up considerably. 
But, under the gray mantle of clouds 
hovering over Sandy Hook and its 
vicinity there was a glimmer of bright 
sunshine, caused by the report that Mr. 
C. 
Oliver 
Iselin 
had asked 
the 
America's cup committee if they had 
any objection to his proposing to Lord 
Dunraveu to resail the triaogular race 
of Tuesday. 
Then, rumor has it that 
he had received a favorable reply, and 
that another race was in prospect in 
place of the one awarded to theDefender 
on account of Volkyrie's foul, an out- 
look which could not fail to make a 
favorable impression among all true 
sportsmen. 


Lord Dunraven's strong denunciation 
of the interference of steamers with 
the racers was looked upon in quite a 
serious light, as there seemed no doubt 
that he meant what he said when he 
threatened to withdraw from the race 
if interferred with today. His letter 
on the subject is as follows: 


GgHTLkMEN:—It is with g r ^ t reluo- 
tance that I write to inform you that I 
decline to sail the Valkyrie any more 
under the circumstances that have 
prevailed in the last two races, and for 
the following reasons: 


1. To attempt to start two such 
large vessels in such confined space 
and among moving steamers and tug- 
boats is, in my opinion, exceedingly 
dangerous, and I will not further risk 
the lives of my men or the ship. 


Second—A.t the start of the first race 
the crowding was so great that we 
could not see the mark boat and could 
not tell when we were near the lines, 
and we were much hampered by steam- 
ers, eppecially on the race home. 


Today on the reach home eight or 
nine steamers were to the windward of 
me, and, what was worse, a block of 
steamers were steaming level with me 
and close under my lee. I sailed near- 
the whole distance in trembling 
water and in the heavy wash of the 
steamers. 


To race under these conditions, is, in 
my opinion, absurd, and I decline to 
submit myself to them again. I would 
remind your committee that, foreseeing 
the trouble that might occur, I urged 
upon them the desirability ot sailing 
off Marblehead or some locality other 
than New York bay, and that they re- 
fused to do BO. At the same time I 
would testify to my full belief that 
your committee did all in its power 
to 
prevent 
over 
crowding 
The 
fact IB that when a contest between 
the 
representatives 
of two sport- 
ing cluba excited so much popular 
interest and attracts such crowds of 
people, if the races are sailed in the 
immediate neighborhood of a great city 
and the dates of the races and times of 
starting are known and advertised, it 
is impoBsible to keep a course free from 
causes of exceptional danger and clear 
enough to assure the probability that 
the result of the match will be decided 
according to the relative merits of the 
competing vessels,

To the American cup committee. 
The Valkyrie yesterday was towed 
to the Erie basin, lightened to two tons 
of lead ballast forward, scrubbed and 
touched up and partly measured by 
electric light. 
According to estimate, 
the ¡lightening of the British yacht 
raised her Jrom two to three inches on 
the water line. 
But the work of com- 
pleting her measurement was to be 
finished at Bay Ridge this morning, if 
possible. 
The Defender was also taken 
to the Erie basin yesterday and her 
damaged mast was replaced by a spare 
one, which formerly belonged to the 
Colonia. 


At this point, the Highland light, at 
7 o'clock, the wind was about south- 
west, 
There was quite a haze about 
and the breeze had reached a strength 
of about twelve knots, having gradually 
decreased since 5 a. m. However, the 
prospects were that it would freshen 
up as the day advanced and a great 
sailing breeze was anticipated for the 
afternoon. The sea was very light, a 
condition of afifaira looked upon ao 
being favorable to the chances of the 
British yacht. 


In addition, a dozen or more [steam 
yachts were racing out for the starting 
point of the race. The wind at this 
point at 10:30, was west of north and 
came blowing past the lighthouse in 
smart 
puifa. The haze out to sea 
seemed to be thickening and the 
Sandy Hook lightship could be dimly 
seen. The side-wheeler Clermont was 
passing out by the yacht and was lead- 
ing the other steam yachts. 
The patrol fleet at 10:20 was already 


on 
the 
ground 
and 
bf.ck 
of 
them wpro the big Bteamora of the 
Old Dominion line. 
Some minutes be- 
fore 10:30 the committee boat Bignalled 
that the course would be sailed and the 
wind b(-ing about west at that time, it 
seemed as if the yachts would have a 
run towards the Long Beach and a beat 
back. The mark boat was then dis- 
patched in the direction of Long 
Beach, the wind blowing about six 
knots an hour, as near as could be 
judged at Sandy Hook lightship, al- 
though it was a good deal fresher here. 


It was reported 
here during the 
morning that although .the oflScial 
figures were not obtainable, there is no 
change in the time allowance of 29:10 
seconds which the Valkyrie allowed 
the Defender. 


At about 10:40 the committee boat 
signalled that the course would be D. 
C. O., east by south, or a run before the 
wind and a line with the Long Island 
shore, with the turning mark opposite 
Short Beach and about eight miles 
from that shore. 
Both boats then 
commenced their tactics in jockeying 
for positions, although the start was 
twenty minutes off" and the Valkyrie 
had not as yet set her club top sails. 
The Defender went about on the star- 
board tack and etood over in the direc- 
tion of the place. 


At 10:55 a preliminary signal was 
fired and at 11:10 the preparatory sig- 
nal was fired. After some little man- 
ouvring. the Valkyrie not hoisting her 
club topsail and only setting her stay- 
sail at the last minute, the starting gun 
was fired at 11:20, and the yachts 
crossed the line as follows: 
Defender, 11:20:24. 
Valkyrie. 11:21.59. 
The Valkyrie, however, went over the 
line with no club topsail and almost 
immediately after crossing she came 
around the lightship on the port tack 
and seemed to be out of the race. The 
Defender, however, kept on with spin- 
naker and all sail pulling grandly, while 
the Valkyrie began to signal the com- 
mittee boat. It then became apparent 
that Lord Danraven had carried out his 
expressed intention of refusing to race 
any more in these waters if crowded by 
the excursion fleet. 


But from here it seemed as if the ex- 
cursion fleet had given plenty of room 
and not a single excursion boat was 
seen within half a mile of her today. 
But things may have looked diflferent 
from the lightship. 
According to one 
account, Pilot boat 19, and, accord- 
ing to another account, Pilot boat 11, 
blanketed the Valkyrie at the start. 


In any case, disappointment reigned 
supreme here. There seems to be little 
doubt that the Valkyrie from the time 
she left her moorings this morning had 
no real intention of racing; but went 
across the lino tho same time as the 
Defender, in order to establish a race 
The secret of the whole disappoint- 
ment 18 supposed to lie in Lord Dun- 
raven's letter, published today and, in 
the action of the regatta committee of 
the New York Yacht club in sustain- 
ing the Defender's protest against the 
Valkyrie. 


The Valkyrie was taken in tow, 
lowered her sails and started back on 
her way to New York. 
At 1:30 o'clock 
she disappeared through the narrows 
in the direction of Bay Ridge. The 
wind off here contmueB light from the 
westward and out nt ar the lightship 
there is scarcely any wind at all. In 
fact it seems to be perfectly calm. The 
Mackay-Bennet still lays along side the 
lightship. 
Nothing can bo seen of the 
Defender. She has disappeared in the 
fog. 


THE VALKTBIK BLANKETED. 


STEAMER MACKAY BENNETT, Sept. 12.— 
12:10 p. m—After the Valkyrie had 
hoisted the ensign of the New York 
Yacht club the Dunraven tender ran 
alongside of her and threw her a line. 
As the English yacht started for home 
her sails were lowered and as she 
passed the Mackay-Bennett she was 
heartily cheered by the latter's crew. 
The men of the Valkyrie returned 
the cheers but all on board refused 
to answer questions. The only ex 
planation of 
the affair obtainable 
here at 
this 
hour, is contained 
in Lord Dunraven's letter and in the 
blanketing which she received from 
the pilot boat just before the start. On 
the other hand, it is claimed that the 
Valkyrie never intended to start today 
for she had not hoisted her club topsail 
or got her spinnaker ready for crossing 
the line. 
Just as she rounded for the 
start the second time, the tender of 
Lord Dunraven ran alongside and 
spoke to her. 
From that time on she 
never prepared any further; that pos- 
sibility the blanketing of the pilot boat 
was not the cause of her withdrawal. 


12:32 p. M —The Associated Press tug 
has just arrived alongside tho cable 
ship and reports that in leply to their 
inquiries aa to his reason for giving up 
the race, Lord Dunraven and his party 
made no attempt to answer and left 
the Valkyrie's deck, taking refuge be- 
low. 
Designer Watson and Sailmaker 
Ratzey sat on the English yacht by the 
yacht's boom, smok'ng their pipes com- 
placently, but re'used lo answer any 
questions and turned their backs on 
the interviewers. In the meanwhile, 
the Yankee boat waa esiling over the 
course before the light winds which 
prevailed, auiid the exultant tootinga 
of all the steam craft iu sight. 


STEAMSHIP MACKEY-BENNETT, Sept. 12. 
—2:08 p, M —The cable connecting the 
Mackay-Benuett to tho shore is upon 
t h e point of being c u t looEe. T h e m e m - 
bers of the New York Yacht club on 
board the committee boat Luckinbach, 
aay that they know more, or aa much, 
about the real cause of Valkyrie's 
withdrawal than do the press represen- 
tfttives. It is believed, however, here 


that the defender will not try to finish 
in the time limit so aa to make it no 
race. 


FAR ROCKAWAY, Sept. 12 —2:16 p M — 
Defender can be seen headed for the 
finish line and about five milea from it. 
She was on the starboard tack, but has 
gone about and is now on the port 
tack. A steam yacht precedes her and 
a portion of the excursion fleet was fol- 
lowing behind. 


NKIT York, Sept, 12.—The Valkyrie 
has now returned to Bay Ridge. Ar- 
thur Glennie, speaking for Lord Dun- 
raven, says he is authorized by Lord 
Dunraven to state that the reason for 
not sailing was the interference from 
excursion steamers. He sent a letter 
to 
the America's 
cup committee 
yesterday as already detailed by the 
Associated Press to be opened after the 
consideration of the protest, saying 
that if he could be assured of a clear 
course he would sail, otherwise not. 
He merely crosaed the line to make a 
race. 


When the Valkyrie was entering the 
nairows. Lord Dunraven and Mr. Ker- 
sey came on deck, seated themselves 
and were soon engaged in animated 
conversation. Mr. Kersey on being 
aeain asked for an explanation of Lord 
Dunraven's actions said that his reason 
for withdrawing the Valkyrie from the 
race today had been communicated to 
the cup committee. 


Soon after, when the Valkyrie was 
safe at her moorings, 
Commodore 
Arthur Glennie, Lord Dunraven's rep- 
resentative, came on board the Asso- 
crated Press tug and announced that 
the reason Valkyrie did not 
sail 
in the race today was because of 
non-compliance 
with the 
contents 
of 
Lord 
Dunraven's letter to the 
America's cup committee and which 
was sent with represential request that 
it should not be opened until the De- 
fender's protest against the fouling of 
the two yachts had been fully consid- 
ered and the judgment announced 


HIGHLANDS, 2:47 P. M.—Defender has 
come about on starboard tack headed 
in this direction. She has one more 
tack to make before ehe crosses the 
finieh line. 


COMMENTS OF ENGLISH PAPERS. 


LONDON, Sept 12 —While the tone of 
the best of the English newspapers, in 
commenting upon the action of the 
committee in sustaining the Defender's 
claim of a foul in Tuesday's race con- 
tinues to be 
moderate, 
it 
must 
be admitted 
that the committee's 
decision 
has 
produced 
a general 
feeling 
of 
irritation 
among Eug- 
lishm<n 
Adverse comments of in- 
dividuali are heard on all side. The 
Yachtsman, in an article 
on the 
subject, dwells upon the conduct of the 
excursion steamers attending the race, 
says: "The first match could hardly 
be called a race, owing to the shameful 
interference by excursion steamers. It 
seems clear that in Tuesday's race the 
Defender lost nothing by the accident, 
but was beaten on merits in the beat to 
windward. 
With regard to the De- 
fender's protest, it is impossible as yet 
to form an opinion save that it would 
not have been lodged by Valkyrie 
i n had it been reversed. 


The Sun, which throughout main- 
tained a tone hostile to America, says: 
"The Yankees 
evidently intend to 
keep the cup. 
Poaseasion is nine 
points of the law of sport in America." 
The Evening News says: "The whole 
business savors of sharp practice. No 
one would quarrel with a decision or- 
dering that the race be resailed, but we 
cannot stomach a paper victory aS"ord- 
ed to Defender. 


The Pall Mall Crazette, in the course 
of a long article on the subject, dilates 
upon British patience and good tem- 
per, pertinacity and unquenchable love 
of justice, and continues: "It is not 
easy to accept the decision, but we 
hope we are taking it as sportsmen. 
It is hardly equitable but according to 
the rules of the game. We accept it 
and will try again. It turns out that 
Mr. Iselin is a sportsman with the best 
of U3. We shall have another race."

Tbe Cyclone Strlkect un £xcnr»ion Boat 
at Its Wnarf—A Depot Collapses 
and Two Meu are Killed. 


WATERTOWN, N . Y . Sept. 
12 —A 
terrific thunder storm visited this sec- 
tion last night. 
Wires are down in all 
directions and communication waa cut 
off for hours except of one telegraph 
wire. The storm v/as ot such force aa 
to actually sway the passenger cara on 
the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg 
railroad near Rockland. 
The lightning 
flashes were accompanied by a deluge 
of rain. A number of farm houses in 
the vicinity have been struck by light- 
ning and burned. 
The roads were 
washed out in places and fallen trees 
blocked the highway in many parts of 
the country. It waa the most severe 
storm in years, although lasting only 
about one hour. The cyclone struck 
the village of Cape Vincent juat aa a 
large excuraion party en route home- 
ward from the Jeiiereon county fair at 
Watertown were about to take the 
boat for Kingaton, Canada. 
The Rome 
Watertown and Ogdenaburg depot col- 
lapsed. 
George Godfrey and Thomas 
Arnold, of Cape Vincent, received in- 
juries from which they died, A large 
number of persons were injured, several 
of which it was feared will die. 


Mayor Oakley, who haa been con- 
fined to his home for several days by 
illness, was able to be out for the first 
time last evening, but he will not re- 
sume his duties at the city hall for 
several days. 


LODISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 12—The de- 
monstrations in the line of parade 
being over, the twenty ninth national 
encampment began its buaineas session 
at 10 a. m. today, also the Woman's Re- 
lief corpa and the Ladies' Circle of the 
G. A. R, These meetings were attend- 
ed only by delegates. 
Meantime tbe 
veterans met in corpa, brigade and regi- 
mental reuniona all over the city. The 
campfifes, with fireworks and other 
demonstrations continue every night 
during the week, elaborate programs, 
with music and recitations, being an- 
nounced up to Saturday night. 


The army nurses were entertained 
today and the daughters of veterans 
gave a brilliant reception to G. A. R 
executives and other visitors. 
There 
were eighteen marching veterans and 
dozens of others prostrated by the heat 
yesterday. All are now reported as 
doing well, but it was hotter than ever 
today. 


Instead of the visitors leaving today, 
the railroads report that they are still 
coming in i^or the fireworks tonight, the 
barbecue tomorrow and the other 
events. 
The tomb of President Taylor 
and the scenes of war were visited by 
thouaanda today. As many go from 
here to the encampment of the Sona of 
Veterans at Knoxville, the deiication 
of the monuments and the national 
park 
at Chattanooga and Chicka 
maugua and to the Atlanta exposition, 
the tide will move further south next 
week instead of northward. 


The Woman's Relief corpa met today 
at Library hall, Mrs. President Wal- 
lace presiding. 
The exercises were 
opened with salutes, flag drills and tab 
leaux in the curriculum. 


The opening session was devoted to 
welcome addresses and responses and 
to the hearing of the annual reports of 
the national officers. The total mem- 
bership at the preteot time, according 
to the reports, was 110 764, or a total 
guia of 35 696 members over last year 
The total number of corps is given in 
the report as 3 141, or a net gain of 
thirty-five during the year. The amount 
expended during the year, including 
relief and current expenses, waa $188,- 
325, while the total amount 0° relief 
furnislied since the organizUion is fl.- 
210 890 
Regarding the National Wo- 
man's Relief Corps Home, at Madison, 
Ohio, the report says: 


"Since the opening of the home 
ninety four applicants have been ap 
proved, nine have died before coming 
to the home, seventy-two have arrived, 
fitty two were present during the past 
year, and forty-three inmates are now 
in the home. 


The ladies' circle of the Grand Army 
of the Republic met at the board of 
trade today, with Mrs, President Gun- 
lock, presiding. 
Its opening session 
was also devoted to hearing annual re- 
ports, which showed increased member- 
ship and good conditions generally. 
The ladies of the circle, 
however, 
showed no general dispobition today to 
unite with the Woman's Relief Corps. 


By far tbe most interesting function 
of the week began today at 10 o'clock 
in Music hall. 
With it waa the meet- 
ing of the encampment for the election 
of executive commanding cfficera for 
the enauiog year and to decide upon a 
place of meeting for the next year. 
The hall has a seating capacity of 3 250 
and eveiy seat in the house was occu- 
pied, 
None but G, A. R. men and ac 
credited delegates were admitted to 
the hall. 
The delegates entitled to 
vote in the meeting occupied the main 
floor, while the visiting veterans re- 
mained in the galleries. 


This made considerable delay and it 
waa near 11 o'clock when the delegates 
were at their posts. 
General Lawler. 
the commender in chief, was loudly 
cheered. 
As soon as quite waa restored 
he formally called the meeting to 
order. 
He said that as this was the 
first national meeting of the G. A. R. 
eouth of the Ohio river, the executive 
committee had changed the usual pro- 
gram, 
The citizens of Louisville de- 
sired, he said, to give expression of 
their pleasure in having the honor of 
entertaining the boys in blue, ' You 
will be i;lttd to know," he continued, 
"that the man who is to give the ad- 
dress of welcome is no other than the 
Hon Henry Watteraon, editor of the 
Louisville Courrier-Journal." 


At the mention of Mr. Watterson's 
name, there waa an outburst of ap- 
plause, and when it had died away, Mr 
Watterson stepped forward and apoke 
as follows: 


"That 
promiaory 
note, 
drawn 
by the city of Louisville, indorsed by 
mo and discounted by you in the city 
of Pittebuig a year ago, has matured, 
and I am come to pay it. Except that 
hietoric distinctions have long been 
obliterated here, it might be mentioned 
that 1 appear before you aa the repre- 
sentative alike of those who wore the 
blue and of those who wore tho gray in 
the great aectional combat which, what- 
ever oke it did or did not, left no 
Bhadow 
upon 
American 
soldier 
ship, no stain upon American manhood. 
But, in Kentucky, the war ended thirty 
years sgo. Hero, at least, the leasoa 
haa been taught and learned that 


" You caiMK^t chain the eagle, 


" A; d you dare not harm ihe dove: 


•• But every gate, barred by hate. 


" Will open wide to lo.vo," 


"And the flag—God bleaa the Hag! 
"Can you doubt the loyal sincerity of 
those who from house tops and trees 
have thrown it to the breeze? Let some 


sacriligous hand be rai<ied to haul it 
d >wn and see. 
These are honest flage, 
With honest hearts behind them. They 
are the symbols of a nationality aa 
precious to ua as to you. 


"And what is left for you and me to 
cavil about, far leaa to fight about? 
Slavery is gone. 
Seceasion is dead. 
The union, with its system of statehood 
Btill intact, survives. It is, therefore, 
with a kind of exultation that I fling 
open the gates of this gateway to the 
south; I bid you welcome in the names 
of the people whose voice is the voice 
of all. 


"You came and we resisted you; you 
come and we greet you; ior times 
change and men change with them. 
You will find here scarcely a sign of 
the battle; not a reminiscence of its 
passions. 


"Grim viaaged war haa smoothed his 
wrinkled front and whichever way you 
turn on either side you shall encounter, 
as you pass, those moldering heaps 
which remind you of your valor and

Mr. Watterson was frequently and 
loudly applauded during the course of 
his speech. In response to this address.

A Flaw in tlie Story Told by a Medical 
Stuflent. 


SAN FBANCISCO, Sept. 12.—The prose- 
cution in the Darrant case have found 
another flaw in the story told ly the 
youug medical etudent on the day of 
the Blanche Lamont murder. 
When 
Durrant was suddenly confronted in 
the church by George King, the organ- 
ist, he explained his condition of utter 
phyaical and nervous collapse by the 
statement that ha had been overcome 
by gas while engaged in repairing elec- 
tric wires in the attic. 
Durrant asked 
King to get him some bromo seltzer. 
The prosecution will contend that if 
Durrant had been asphyxiated his 
knowledge of medicine would have 
taught him that fresh air instead of a 
nerve tonic waa what he needed, Dur- 
rant's classmates at Cooper Medical 
college will be placed on the stand to 
show that the prisoner, as well as all 
of the students, had been taught, 
that the only remedy for partial 
asphixiation is oxigen. 
Durrant would 
soon have graduated from college and 
the prosecution will contend that he 
waa too well informed to have ordered 
a nerve tonic which nauseated him 
when he drank it if he had really been 
suffering from the effiects of gas. The 
prosecution also ahowed that Durrant's 
hat and coat were not in the library 
when King entered the church, but 
were there v;hen he returned from the 
drug store. The inference will be drawn 
that Durrant wanted to get King out 
of the church, not to bring him relief 
with a drug, but to give some time to 
recover from his consternation and an 
opportunity to carry his coat and hat 
from tiie rear of the church to the 
library where it had been his habit to 
place them 
while 
working in the 


church. 


Will Kxpel Saloon Men.

Speculators Evade the Immigra- 
tion Laws. 


Sniu^^ele Chinese Workmen Into the 
United States Under tbe Onise of 
''Skilled Actors." 


SAN FRANCISCO, '^al., Sept. 12 —Collec- 
tor Wise has discx^vered an ingenious 
fraud by which shrewd San Francisco 
speculators in tho Chinese traflBc are 
B3eking to evade the Geary law and in- 
troduce about 300 Chinese into the 
Uaited States under th© pretense that 
they are skilled actors, and that they 
are coming to America to give the visi- 
tors at the Atlanta exposition an oppor- 
tunity to Bee some of the renowned 
male and female histrioniats of Hong 
Kong. A band of more than 200 men 
and thirty-four women have already 
been landed at Victoria, and their own- 
«ri, headed by "Little Pete," and 
tae 
notorious Leoog 
Nam, hiva in- 
geniously dodged the San Fraaci=co and 
applied for their admission into tbe 
United States at Ogdensburg, N. Y. If 
t le applicants should gat a temporary 
eatrance it will ba on the ground that 
they are legitimate actors. 
InspectoiB 
w 11 be sent to Atlanta to see how th y 
d-iport themselves and to watch their 
mavemenls. The collector has evidence, 
however, that the men are seeking a 
permanent home aa laborers and that 
they know nothing about acting There 
is also evidence iu the hands of the 
collectors 
that 
tho 
women 
were 
pufchased in Hong 
Kong at $600 
each and that the projeotuvs of the 
scheme 
have 
contracta 
by which 
they are to be sold at Atlanta for 
$1 800 each. If they can ba safely 
landed there, the two or three men 
who enginered the plan hero will earn 
about 140,000. The women would, of 
course, remain the slaves of their 
purchasera 
for a 
long 
period ot 
years, 
if 
not 
for 
their 
entire 
lives, the design 
being to quitely 
ship them to the lower quarters of 
Chinatown at the conclusion of the ex 
position. The projectors of the plan 
got their cue from the federal law re- 
lating to the world's fair at Chicago. 
Under a special act Chinese and other 
foreigners were allowed to land for the 
parpóse of giving exhibitions and act- 
i )g. A similar provision exists in the 
case of the Atlanta exposition.

Is in a D<in$;erons Place and is Fast 
noing; Pouufled to Pieces by

CLEVfiLAKD, Ohio, Sept. 12—A dia- 
patch received here aaya that the big 
bteamer, Fay, o? the Minch Transit 
coniparry, has run hard aground off 
Starve island reef in the eouth passage 
near Toledo. The mi hip la said to 
have occurred eavly this morning while 
the steamer was ruDuiog at full speed. 
She ia in a dangeroua place and is 
beating against the rocka and she may 
be a total wreck. The boat ia loaded 
with 1,300 tons of coal and is four feet 
out of water. 


PORTLAND, Ind., Sept. 12—In looking 
over some o! tbe early history of Jay 
county there come up many pathetic 
and almost heart rending instances con 
nected v^ith the early settlement which 
at this day seem almoat incredible. 


In 1823 John Brooks, the firat per- 
manent white settler, came to this 
county and settled on the creek which 
now beara hia name, and in J une of the 
following year he started to Stillwater, 
Ohio, for provisions, expecting to be 
gone for several days. 
His wife and 
child were left alone, as waa usual in 
those days. 
She saw no one for several 
days, except a traveler on his way to 
Fort Wayne. A heavy rain caused an 
unprecedented rise in the streams, 
rendering it impossible for Mr. Brooks 
to reach hia family, or get nearer than 
what ia now the to^n of Ridgeville. 
Mrs. Brooks now began to fear for her 
husband. She knew he would make 
every fffjrfc ia hia power to reach 
home, and waa afraid he would risk too 
much and be drowned. 
But apprehen- 
sion for her own safety and of her 
child soon added to her perplexities. 
Her provi.siona were nearly gone, and 
the stream was so high that she could 
not cross to the Indian village to get 
relief. Her anxieties increased until 
he thirteenth day of her husband's 
absence she gave the last mouthful of 
!ood about the house to her chila. She 
had nothing loft then but a little sugar 
and milk. 
Still the stream oveiflowed 
ita banks and relief came not. The 
child cried almost continually, while 
her own eadness and hunger made Mrs, 
Brcoks deaperate. 


[n this suffering and despairing con- 
dition the poor woman and her child 
lived for three day?, tortured by the 
panga of hunger and an ever increasing 
doubt of peeing her husband alive 
again. All hope had been given up, 
but she preferred a watery grave to 
starvation, and resolve.d to go to the 
creek and drown hertelf and little one. 
Her weakness caused her to rest several 
times oa the way, and probably the 
sight of tho swollen, angry current 
startkd her, for she Bat down oa a log 
at the water's edge. To use her own 
language: "It waa the thought that 
my huaband waa dead that so discour- 
aged me, and I concluded to go half 
way across the foot log and throw my- 
self into the stream." 


SAVED FROM SPICIDE. 


While there she saw some one com* 
ing toward her on the opposite side of 
the streitu. 
Seeing ha had a hat on, 
she knew it waa a white man. After 
wading a long diatance, he fiually 
reached the foot log and came to her. 
Mrs. Brooks was so weak that tho joy 
of this unexpected aid overcame her, 
and for a time she was unable to answer 
his question: 
"What is the matter?" 
At length she replied: "1 am starving." 


It was an old friend, John Gain, whoi 
upon learning her condition, went with 
her, carried the child back to the cabin 
and then started to the Indian camp 
for food. He obtained eighteen pounds 
of flour and six of bacon and started on 
the return trip; but when he reached 
the stream it waa night, and the water 
had risen until it covered the foot-log. 
To attempt to croas meant certain 
death in the whirling current, and 
those whom he was trying to auccor 
would alto be lost. 
He stood ponder- 
ing until the fast-increasing darkness 
put him in a new danger. 
There were 
many deep holes along the bottoms, 
and knowing that he could not see 
them, he dared not return. 
Standing 
in three feet ol water, 
with 
that 
precious burden of food in hia arm, he 
was unable to go forward or to retreat, 
while a woman and child were near by 
starving. 
So there he stood the long 
night through, holding the precious 
flour and bacon, and never were th^ 
gray streaks of dawn welcomed more 
gladly. 
He made hia way back to the 
Indian village for a canoe, and it was 
nearly 3 o'clock when he had the satis- 
faction of seeing the famished ones eat 
the first meal tbey had seen for four 
days. 


He then went his way, and not until 
the nineteenth day waa reaching a close 
did .Mrs. Brooks see ber hu.-baod 
He 
had left hia oxen at the lodian village, 
and made hia way home by fallen trees 
and wading 
Thua ended one of the 
moat severe trials tho first settlers had 
to endure. 


Once when one of the children waa 
sick Mr. Brooka walked to Fort Wayne 
and back to procure medicine. 
All the 
women Mrs. Brooks B;IW while living 
on their firit homestfad, two yeara and 
a half, were thote who walktd twenty 
four milea to c.iU on her. 
Altogether 
aba lived seven years in the wilderness 
without seeing .icy cabin but her own. 
By her providential care tho first or- 
chard in this county was started. The 
eceda of seven fine apples which her 
huaband had brought 
home 
were 
plauteil and grew up to be productive 
trees, often hearing fruit vihen other 
orchards failed.

In 1833 John Winters, then a little 
over two yearj old, was loat one day 
and everyone in 
community went 
out in the sef.rch. 
All night long the 
hunt went oa, but in vain.

would rub against tho searchers, mew 
piteously and start off through the 
wooda. No attention was paid to the 


animal's strange actiona until the ce::;

He was insensible, cold and liea.-) 
dead. 
When revived so he could laiic 
in his infantile way. he saw the cat si 4 
eaid: 
"Tom, you and me has bee i 
loat." He said the cat had come ii> 
him several times during the night, 
and that he saw a big dog—probabij a." 
wolf. 


Another pioneer was John Chapm^.n, 
an oddity known a.s "Johnny 
Applt- 
seed," from tha circumatancea that b-^ 
brought with him from central Oh. », 
on the back of an ox, two bufahila 
f 
apple seeds, which he planted at va^^ 
iouB places, among them a clearing n(ar 
what is now New Corydon, Wabash 
township. He never carri<id a guir» 
never slept ii< a bed or ate at a tables 
He waa a zealous Swcdenborgian in hii 
religion, and ho died near Fort Waytiii 
in 1845. Chapman waa at one t>m? 
fine buiinesB man, but an K£ 
caused a partial derangement 
mind. 
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THORN IS HELD. 


Bound Over to Court for the 
Ijarceny of a Watch

Justice Botaen^-WUIIam 
Snyder 
Found Guilty In tbe Circuit Court 
and Sent to Jull. 


William Thorn was on trial this 
morning before Justice Bohen on the 
charge of larceny, the affidavit beicg 
filed by Clara Lancaster, and accusing 
him of stealing a watch valued at $25, 
on or about the 25th day of J uly of 
this year. 


The particulars have been writien up 
in the daily papers. 
From the testi- 
mony of the Lancaster girl, given in 
court this morning, it appears that she 
was carrying tha watch of her mother 
and that she gnve it to Thorn either to 
have repaired or to pawn. 
She testifitd 
that she had eaid in fun that he could 
pawn it 
It appearr that he did pawn 
the watch, and hence the larceny suic. 


Thorn made a 
vigoroua 
defense, 
through hia attorneys, J B Crowe and 
Harry Hanna, and denied any criminal 
intent, claiming that ho was au hoxized 
by the girl, who said she owned the 
watch, to do r.hat he did do. The 
justice, after hearing the testimony, re- 
served his decision until 2 o'ckck this 
afternoon. 


At 2 o'clock Jusliio Bohen announc- 
ed his decision as follows: 'T am satia- 
fied in my own mind that the de- 
fendant knew, at the time he pawned 
it, that the watch was tho property of 
Mrs. Lancaster and not of tho daugh- 
ter, and I therefore bind him over to 
court in the sum of $200." 


William Synder had hia trial ia the 
circuit court thia morning ca the 
charge of larceny for having etolea a 
suit of clothea. 
Be'ore the jury Deputy 
Prosecutor Ryan admitted that the 
prisoner should only ba gi-seaajail 
sentence and the jury gave him fifteen 
days in jail and a fine of $5.

The National Guard. 


Each year the country has more reason 
to be prond of its citizen soldiers. Gen- 
eral O. O. Howyrd lately attended a na- 
tional guard review at Fairlee, Vt., and 
remarked that as a military spectacle he 
regarded the camp complete. This is the 
highest praise. Though the remark was 
made coucerniug the Vermout national 
guard, it will apply equally well to that 
of many other states. 


Captain George L. Kilmer, the mili- 
tary writer, attended the same review, 
and in a letter published in the Bur- 
lington Free Press he says:

I could not have selected, at 
times, the regulars from the mass had it not 
been for certain marks Icnown beforehand. 
During the advance of the infantry line of bat- 
tle in the fight the spectacle was as natural as 
in real war with seasoned troops, and in the 
firing it was difficult to believe that the men 
were not using magazine guns, 6o rapid and 
savage was the work. 


As to the real importancG and dignity 
of our homo boys in blue, what Captain 
Kilmer writes below finds an echo in 
every American heart: 


The national guard is the very foundation 
of our political and military sj-stem. Citizen 
warriors won our liberties; citizen warriors 
must perpetuate them. Our soldiers must bo 
of the people, must represent them and wield 
such power and only such as the people col- 
lectively delegate to them. Your guard and 
your populace are at one.

Interesting. 
The other afternoon the 
writer was driven from the railway sta- 
tion at Red Bank, N. J., several miles 
along the maple-shaded country road 
and up to the broad porch of a charm- 
ing country house, which stood in the 
middle of well-kept grounds. 
On the 
veranda was a ruddy-faced old gentle- 
man, seated in an old-fashioned rocker 
built solely for comfort. 


General Stewart Van Vleet advanced 
to greet the reporter with a step almost 
as martial as when, over half a century 
ago, he marched at the head of the 
cadet corps at West Point. 
And yet 
only a month ago he celebrated the 
eightieth anniversary of his birth. 


It was in 1836 when young "Van Vleet 
left his home at Fishkill, N. Y., and 
entered the military academy; and of 
the class of '42, which was graduated 
fifty-five years ago last June, only Gen 
eral George Getty of Washington and 
he survive. Stewart Van Vleet was re- 
tired from the army twelve years ago 
after he had reached the age of sixty- 
eight, with the rank of brigadier-gen 
eral. For forty years his life was filled 
with adventures. 
He 
passed 
safely 
through five wars, was repeatedly hon 
ored by his country was a companion 
of Sherman, Grant and Thomas; was 
also greatly esteemed by Lincoln, and 
is now highly valued as a friend by 
President Cleveland. 


"You want to know some facts of my 
military experience?" 
asked 
General 
Van Vleet. 
"Well, it's a dry subject 
at the best but I am always ready to 
oblige my friends, the newspaper men 
only I don't want you to make what 
say too personal. 


"I was born," he began, "in Addison 
county, Vt., on July 21, 1815. 
When 
was a boy my father removed to Fish 
kill, N. Y., and at the age of twenty- 
one—in 1836—1 entered West Point. 


"General Ulysses S. Grant entered 
the school three years afterward," he 
continued, "and for a year he, as well 


Years afterward President Grant u=cu 
to aay to me: 'General, during my cadet 
days I didn't know wliirh was tho great, 
est man—Napoleon, Wellington, or old 
Van Vleet.' " 
The general leaned back 
in his chair and laughed heartily at 
the recollectiou. 


"At the end of the Seminole war 
was stationed at Savannah, but when 
the Mexican war began my company 
was ordered to Monterey, where Gen 
Taylor was in command, I was in com 
pany B, Third artillery. Captain Vln 
ton commanding. We were in the final 
assault on the fortifications. 
We then 
joined General Scott at Vera Cruz, and 
fought for twelve days before the city 
was surrendered. 


"At Vera 
Cruz poor Vinton 
was 
killed. We were in command of a mor 
tar battery, which, placed at an angle 
of forty-five degrees, was firing ten 
inch shells into the city. 
We were 
only a few hundred yards from the 
Mexican fortifications. 
So near wer* 
we, in fact, that we could hear our 
shells force their way through the roofs 
and floors of the houses and explode in 
the cellars. 
The Mexicans had fifteen 
inch mortars, and, while Vintfu and 
were talking, separated by a distance 
of only a few feet, one of these fifteen 
inch shells passed between us, but did 
not explode. 
Vinton fell to the ground 
dead; the concussion had killed him 
I had the shell transported to Newport 
where it still rests on the top of Capt 
Vinton's grave. 
When the shell was 
opened 320 musket balls were found in 
it. 
After my service in Mexico I was 
made quartermaster, with headquarters 
at Denver. 


"Time has passed since then, and all 
of my old comrades have gone. 
Gen 
Getty and I are the only ones left of 
that 
class 
of 
'42, 
and 
we, 
too 
must soon answer the roll call with 
them." 


"Who was the greatest general of the 
war?" asked the reporter. 


"I would not dare say," answered the 
old soldier. 
"There were many great 
men. McCIellan was one of the great 
est of our generals, but he had to suffet 
because he was required to take a dib 
membered and disheartened body of 
raw, undisciplined men and turn them 
into trained troops. 
But he was suc- 
cessful in this, and gave over to the 
United States one of the finest armies 
in the world, every man in it a seasoned 
veteran. 
Grant was a great man. 
He 
had an indomitable will, unflinching 
courage and an unyielding determina- 
tion. 
He was also a master tactitian 
Sherman and Thomas were two others 
of our greatest leaders."

J. C. Hewea, foreman of the Pitts- 
burg boiler shop, bears the distinction 
of having been born in the same house 
that iurnished quarters for the first 
lodge of Indepandent Order of Odd 
Fellows in America, 
The house was 
located in Village Green, Delaware 
county, Pa., sixteen miles from Phila- 
delphia, 
April 26, 1819, a few gentle- 
men met at the Seven Stars Inn, in 
Baltimore, and laid the foundation for 
the lodge and shortly afterwards it 
was instituted at Village Green in the 
residence of Mr. Hewes' father, who 
was one of the members. 
Two years 
later Mr. Hewes was born in the same 
house. 
"Uncle Jimmy" Hewes, as he 
is called, is one of the veterans on the 
Pennsylvania pay roll. He commenced 
his long service with the company in 
the Keystone state in 1852 and has con- 
tinued it since. 
In the early sixties he 
came to Fort Wayne to assume charge 
of the boiler shop, and has held that 
position continually since. 
In consid- 
eration of Mr. Hewes' long and faithlul 
service, the company has given him an 
assistant acd he has been relieved of 
the most arduous duties of the office, 
only being required to look after mat- 
ters in a general way and having the 
privilege of spending ihe greater por- 
tion of each day at his home. 
There 
is not a man in the company's service 
that stands higher in the esteem of the 
men than ' Uncle Jimmy." 
They will 
do anything for him and he can be re- 
lied upon for aid should any of the 
employes need his absistance. 


DIRECT 
ISDIANAPOLIS FOBT 
WAYNE 
ROUTE. 


The Indianapolis Journal contained 
the following highly interesting item 
yesterday. 
"A prominent 
business 
man of Fort Wayne writes the Journal 
to the effect that the citizens of that 
city are desirous of having a more 
direct line between Fort Wayne and 
Indianepolis, and 
he asks that the 
Journal agitate the building of a link 
which will make a more direct line. 
The suggestions made are certainly 
worthy the attention of the Brice syndi- 
cate, owning the Lake Erie and Western. 
The writer argues that Fort Wayne ia 
the third city in Indiana, has no con- 
tinuous railroad connection with the 
capital city and surely ought to have 
such facilities. 
The present lines are, 
first, the Wabash and Lake Erie and 
Western via Peru; second, over the 
Lake Erie and Western and the Big 
Four via Muncie; third, over the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana and the Pennsyl- 
vania line via Richmond. 
By reference 
to any good map one will see that an 
air lino drawn from Noblesville or 
Fjsber's Station to Hartford City will 
pass through Alexandria. 
If the Lake 
Erie and Western could be induced to 
construct this link it would have a 
direct line from Indianapolis to Fort 
Wayne. 
The length of this link would 
be only forty miles. 
The Lake Erie 
and Western, owning both ends, would 
not have to expend anything for ter- 
minals, but for only the cost of the track 
and the way stations 
between 
the 
points, Noblesville or Fisher's Station 
and Hartford City. 
Indianapolis now 
has no direct railroad communication 
between it and Alexandria or Hartford 
City, both important, growing manu- 
facturing towns. 
The saving in dis- 
tances would be as follows; 
Present 
distance via railroad from Indianapolis 
to Fort Wayne, via. Lake Erie and 
Western to Peru, seventy-five miles; 
Peru to Fort Wayne, 
fifty-six 
miles; 
total, 131 miles. 
Big Four via Muncie, 
fifty-four miles; Muncie to Fort Wayne, 
sixty-five miles; total, 119 miles.

GALKSBURG, 111 , Sept. 12 —The Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Qaincy railroad 
had a peculiarly bad wreck just east of 
Altona, at 1 o'clock this morning. 
A 
westbound train broke in two and as 
the front part stopped at the water 
tank the rear part ran into the front, 
causing a car of naptha to ignite. 


There were twelve cars of naptha 
and petroleum in the train and all 
were soon ignited and the flimes shot 
hundreds of feet high. 
Three cars ex- 
ploded with tremendous force. 
The 
house of Thomas Craven near by was 
set on fire and destroyed and Mr. and 
Mrs. Craven barely escaped with their 
lives. 


Samuel Welch, twenty years old, a 
village fireman, was covered with burn- 
ing oil and burned to death. 
Other 
firemen 
were badly, but not fatally 
burned. 
The loss to the railroad com 
pany is $12,000. 
Houses a quarter of 
a mile away were scarred by the burn- 
ing oil.

SOME REMINISCENCES. 


Fifty Yean Ago He Walked the Chslk 


Line With Grant and Othcn at WMt 
Point—Friend ot 
Thomas and Lin- 


coln. 


Years afterward President Grant oe«m 
to say to me: 'General, during my cadet 
days I didn't know which was the great- 
est man—Napoleon, Wellington, or old 
Van Vleet.' " The general leaned back 
In his chair and laughed heartily at 
the recollection. 


"At the end of the Semlnole -war I 


was stationed at Savannah, but when 
the Mexican war began my company 
•was ordered to Monterey, where Gen. 
Taylor was in command. 1 was in com- 
pany B, Third artillery, Captain Vin- 
ton commanding. We were In the final 
assault on the fortifications. We then 
joined General Scott at Vera Cruz, and 
fought for twelve days before the city 
was surrendered. 


"At Vera Cruz poor Vlnton was 


killed. We were in. command of a mor- 
tar battery, which, placed at an angle 
of forty-five degrees, was firing ten- 
inch shells into the city. We were 
only a few hundred yards from the 
Mexican fortifications. So near wer* 
we, in fact, that we could hear «ur 
shells force their way through the roofs 
and floors of the houses and explode In 
the cellars. The Mexicans had fifteen- 
Inch mortars, and, while Vintfn and I 
were talking, separated by a distance 
of only a few feet, one of these fifteen- 
inch shells passed between us, but did 
not explode. Vlnton fell to the ground 
dead; the concussion had killed him 
I had the shell transported to Newport, 
where It still rests on the top of Capt. 
Vinton's grave. When the shell was 
opened S20 musket balls were found In 
It. After my service In Mexico I was 
made quartermaster, with headquarters 
at Denver. 


"Time has passed since then, and all 


of niy old comrades have gone. Gen. 
Getty and I are the only ones left of 
that class 
of 
'42, and 
we, too, 


must soon answer the roll call with 
them." 


"Who was the greatest general of the 


war?" asked the reporter. 


"I would not dare say," answered the 


old soldier. "There were many great 
men. McClellan was one of the great- 
est of our generals, but be had to sutfei 
because he was required to take a dib- 
membered and disheartened body of 
raw, undisciplined men and turn them 
into trained troops. But he was suc- 
cessful in this, and gave over to the 
United States one of the finest armies 
in the world, every man In it a seasoned 
veteran. Grant was a great maa. He 
had an indomitable will, unflinching 
courage and an unyielding determina- 
tion. He was also a master tactitian. 
Sherman and Thomas were two others 
of our greatest leaders."

Upon the strength of those 
the indictment was found, containing 
ninety-seven counts. The work of se- 
curing a jury was begun, and, to the 
surprise of all, was completed yesterday 
afternoon, the regular panel of twenty- 
four members not being exhausted 
when the twelve were accepted. The 
opening statements of council were 
made this morning.

In the early sixties he 


came to Fort Wayne to assume charge 
of the boiler shop, and has held that 
position continually since. Ill consid- 
eration of Mr. Hewea' long and faith Iul 
service, the company has given him an 
assistant and he has been relieved of 
the most arduous duties of the 
office, 


only being required to look after mat- 
tors in a general way and having the 
privilege of spending the greater por- 
tion of each day at his home. There j 
is not a mm in the company's service 
that stands higher in the esteem of the 
men than ' Uacle Jimmy." They will 
do anything for him and he oan be re- 
lied upon for aid should any of the 
employes need his assistance.

Lake Brie and Western and the Big 
Four via Muncie; third, over the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana and the Pennsyl- 
vania line via Richmond. By reference 
to any good map one will see that an 
air line drawn from Nobleeville or 
Fisher's Station to Hartford City will 
pae» through Alexandria. 
If the Lake 


Erie and Western could be induced to 
construct this link it would have a 
direct line from Indianapolis to Fort 
Wayne. The length of this link would 
be only forty miles. 
The Lake Erie 


and Western, owning both ends, would 
not have to expend anything for ter- 
minals, but for only the cost of the track
